In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 24, 2002, Applicants elect 
Group I, Claims 1-14 for prosecution on the merits, with traverse. 

The Examiner asserts that Applicants must elect a species for each of a solid surface; a 
silane containing moiety; a dendrimer polyamine compound; and a substance comprising a 
hydroxyl group or amine group. Applicants elect the following species. 

Solid Surface : Applicants elect a glass slide. 

Silane containing moiety : Applicants elect aminopropyl trimethoxysilane 

Dendrimer polyamine compound : Applicants elect polypropylenimine hexadecaamine 
dendrimer. 
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Substance comprising a hydroxvl group or a mine group: Applicants elect DNA.
